They  needed  the  work — 
it  was  the  best  job  that  they  had  ever  had  offered 
them.  They  accepted.  In  a  few  days  four  of 
them  were  waylaid  and  assassinated  as  they  walk¬ 
ed  home  tired  to  their  families.  1  Street  cars  are 
blown  up,  buildings  are  dynamited  and  the  inno¬ 
cent,  known  to  be  innocent,  whose  lives  are  Just 
as  precious  to  them  and  their  families  as  Mr. 
Mooney’s  dr  mine,  are  killed.  It  Is  this  feature 
nf  the  strike  that  I  want  Brother  Hutson  and  other 
good  union  men  jo  correct.  I  believe  it  can  be 
coirected;  but  if  it  can’t,  then  come  out  With 
all  the  earnestness  of  my  being  I  am  opposed  to 
dynamiting  the  rich  or  assassinating  the  poor.  I 
am  against  mobs.

FROM  CUBA. 

(By  J.  O.  Chastain  ) 

Our  mission  work  Is  prosperous  though  there 
are  plenty  of  difficulties.  For  six  months  in  the 
year  many  of  our  -members  are  away  from  home 
gathering  and  making  up  the  cane  crofc.  The 
"fin”  has  swept  away  its  thousands,  many  people 
having  it  the  Becond  time.  As  a  precautionary 
measure  the  city  authorities  In  Manzanillo  ordered 
all  corpses  to  be  burled  within  six  hours.  The 
body  of  one  woman  bad  been  placed  in  the  coffin, 
but  before  they  started  out  with  it  she  revived 
and  so  far  as  I  know  is  still  living.  In  Camaguey 
they  were  ready  to  lower  the  body  of  a  Chinaman 
into  the  grave,  but  hearing  a  noise  in  the  coffin 
they  opened  it  and  the  man  was  not  only  alive 
but  walked  back  to  bis  hospital.  Miss  Julia  de 
Armas,  daughter  of  our  Baptist  pastor  at  Crucea, 
had  not  been  well  and  died  suddenly.  Two  doctors 
examined  the  body  and  finding  no  pulse  or  heart 
artlon  pronounced  her  dead.  After  three  hours 
they  Injected  restoratives  and  she  revived,  open¬ 
ing  her  eyes,  but  for  three  days  she  had  no  pulse 
and  for  five  days  her  body  was  cold  showing  Im¬ 
perfect  circulation.  The  first  two  reports  above 
related  are  based  on  credible  testimony ;  about  the 
third  there  can  be  no  kind  of  doubt  I  know  the 
girl  and  her  parents  intimately  and  got  this  story 
from  their  own  lips. 

In  Havana  our  14  Sunday  Schools  are  doing  a 
widely-extended  work  In  soul-winning  and  char¬ 
acter-building.  One  In  an  importai.t  ward  baa 
just  been  organized  Into  a  church. 

On  the  Island  we  now  have  27  churches.  The 
writer  is  laboring  among  these  in  the  Interest 
of  self-support  The  financial  plan  recommended 
by  Paul  in  1  Cor.  16:2  calls  for  a  weekly  contribu¬ 
tion  from  every  member  of  every  church.  Our 
churches  are  gladly  adopting  the  plan  and  as  a 
result  they  are  beginning  to  give  to  the  Lord'*, 
cause  three  or  four  times  as  much  as  they  were 
giving  before.  There  are  many  reasons  why  we 
should  adopt  this  plan.  We  should  mate  It  easy 
for  people  to  give.  Well,  by  giving  weekly  In 
place  of  monthly  we  divide  the  burden  and  it  is 
more  easily  carried.  By  giving  frequently  it  be¬ 
comes  a. habit;  we  enlist  more  people,  get  more 
money,  we  follow  the  plan  which  la  successfully 
worked  by  the  different  denominations  at  home 
and  abroad.  But  best  of  all,  this  is  the  New 
Testament  plan  and  therefore  we  should  follow  it 

Limited  space  will  not  allow  me  -to  tell  all 
about  the  money  gathered  by  the  wom-n  with 
their  missionary  bens,  their  needle  and  embroid¬ 
ery  work,  the  girls  making  and  selling  candy 
and  rag  dolls  and  the  dear  bora  setting  peanuts, 
I: 'tit  and  sugar  cane.  Manv  of  the  people  are 
tithing  and  the  spirit  is  sp- tiding.  "Where 
there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way.  ’

of  tic  exigencies  of  the  case  they  are  not  meeting 
the  demands.  A  half  dosei  of  our  pastors  are 
grow'ng  feeble  with  age  am  prolonged  service 
ned  must  soon  stay  aside.  Wh  >  are  to  take  their 
pi.-.ces?  We  ba'.’j  also  a  number  of  i.uxtorless 


churches.  Six  young  men  are  studying  for  the 
ministry,  we  should  have  tA  least  twenty.  There 
are  extensive  districts  and  tunny  towns  entirely 
destitute,  not  having  even  a  Jathcllr  ciurrh  How 
are  we  to  occupy  this  territory,  when  we  More  not 
men  to  pastor  the  churches  already  organised? 
There  are  source  of  bright  boys  and  girls  in  oar 
scattering  churches  who  wish  to  enter  a  Christian 
school.  We  need  them  as  preachers  and  teachers. 

In  Cardenas  the  Presbyterians  have  n  school 
with  285  students  (and  40  others  on  the  waiting 
Hat.  ready  as  soon  os  there  is  room.)  Then  ten 
Cuban  teachers  in.  this  school  were  alt  educated  In 
it  sad  it  now  pays  their  Hilaries  in  full.  The 
Presbyterians  have  two  other  schools  nearly  as 
large.  These  three  great  school  i  with  an  aggre¬ 
gate  attendance  of  nearly  1,000  students  are  al¬ 
most  self-sustaining. 

Our  annual  Cuban  convention  meet  i  In  Havana 
April  14th.  It  might  not  be  a  bad  idea  for  oar 
Atlanta  Board  to  send  s  committee  to  said  con¬

The  Baptist  Courier,  our  beloved  South  Caro¬ 
lina  con f fere,  quotes  the  statement  from  the 
Record  to  the  effect  that  the  reception  of  alien  im¬ 
mersion  js  logically  and  practically  followed  by 
open  eoirimunloji  and  open  membership.  The 
Courier  djlssentst  To  quote  the  Courier: 

“We  have  not  the  slightest  Idea  of  getting  into 
a  controversy  on  this  question,  but  we  would  like 
to  ask  ot|r  honored  contemporary,!  for  whom  we 
have  the  highest  regard.  H  it  does  hot  make  alien 
Immersion  carry  more  than  is  duei  What  Is  cer¬ 
tain  Is  tljat  alien  immersionists  do  not  follow 
their  pos|tion  tb  the  conclusions  here  indicated. 

On  the  other  hand  they  are  as  strict  Baptists  on 
these  quq*tions  *s  are  those  who  refuse  to  receive 
alien  Immersion  It  might  be  that  looseness'  can 
be  found  jin  alien  immersionists'  njnks;  but  this. 
*e  take  It,  is  <jaused  by  other  principles,  which 
do  not  grow  outj  of  alien  Immersion. 

We  doubt  If  jhe  conclusions  ouij  contemporary 
draws  from  alien  Immersion  are  loi*<ui(y  in  it 
We  would  call  Attention  to  this  fa«jt:  Those  who 
accept  alien  immersion  do  so  on  the  principle  that, 
such  baptisms  are  exceptional.

Now 
we  are  willing  |o  confess  that  If  a|len  immersion 
w  as  accepted  as  orderly  a  good  many  things  would 
follow  and  our  I  contemporary  would  have  stated 
the  case  about  Ls  It  la.  But  alien  immersionists 
In  the  South  »i m  erely  reject  the !  orderliness  of 
these  baptisms  fnd  In  doing  so  cut  off  the  serious 
conclusions  drain  by  our  friend.  We  believe  that 
this  should  be  recognised  in  the  interest  of  mutual 
understanding.

And  If  vnlld  th  ire  Is  no  reason  why  any  Baptist 
should  not  recoi  ;niie  it  and  participate  with  them. 
And  if  this  Is  t  me  then  any  act  oft  theirs  may  be 
accepted  ns  vaiU  Just  as  that  of  a  Baptist  church, 
and  interchange  of  members  ls  a  logical  result 

There  are  people  who  make  exactly  this  argu¬ 
ment  and  are  wjllling  to  follow  tt  tp  Its  legitimate 
and  inevitable  Conclusion.  The  Courier  does  not, 
and  In  this  as  We  see  it.  Is  inconsistent.  Every¬ 
body  knows  thit  where  alien  Immersion  is  uni¬ 
versally  received.

To  be  a  good  church  member  one  must  loVc  bis 
church  and  place  a  high  esteem  upon  hisj  con¬ 
nection  with  it.  This  love  and  esteem  njdst  be 
grounded  in  something  deeper  than  mert  Senti¬ 
ment.  If  one’s  loyalty  and  love  for  his  church 
ls  based  simply  and  alone  upon  the  fact  Uaat  it 
is  his  father  an(l  mothers  church  his  will  always 
be  a  low  grade  of  loyalty.  A  proper  and  gtrong 
loyalty  is  to  be  rooted  and  grounded  into  a  person 
through  u  knowledge  of  the  scriptures  upon  Which 
the  doctrines  and  practice  pf  his  church  are 
based;  and  a  strong  conviction  that  those  doc¬ 
trines  are  true  and  vital  and  that  they  tanst  be 
supported  and  put  into  practice  in  his  life  no 
matter  how  greit  the  cost.  This  knowledgi  and 
this  conviction  can  only  come  through  earnest 
study  of  God’s  word,  careful  attention  to  the  dis¬ 
courses  delivered  by  his  ministers  and  py  ,  read¬ 
ing  books  and  articles  in  the  current  literature 
treating  upon  tpe  fundamentals  of  the  faltp  of  his 
denomination.  |He  must  knowr  something;  of  the 
past  struggles  and  achievements  of  his  church 
and  some  of  the  out-standing  personalities  and 
their  sacrifices  endured  to  sustain  the  truth  held 
by  his  church.  -Just  a  little  reading  of  the  his¬ 
tory  of  one’s  church  and  the  biographies  of  a 
few  of  its  great  men  and  womefl  like  Carey,  Judson 
and  his  wife  "Ann  of  Ava,"  Mathey  T.  Trie*  and 
wife,  "Forty  Years  In  China”  and  others  will  won¬ 
derfully  build  tjp  church  loyalty. 

To  be  a  good  Phurcb  member  one'must  got  only 
be  grounded  anid  settled  in  his  belief  of  Ihe  doc¬ 
trines  of  his  church,  and  of  the  past  struggles 
and  glorious  achievements  it  has  accomplished 
in  the  past,  but  lie  roust  be  familiar  with  Its  hopes 
and  aims  for  the  present  and  the  futur :,  i  along 
with  the.  methods  and  agencies  through  Which 
these  hopes  an|l  aim*  are  to  be  realized  j  This 
familiarity  cannot  come  except  through  a  regular 
and  constant  reading  of  the  current  rellglau*  liter¬ 
ature  of  his  church.  He  must  take  and  read  his 
church  state  piper,  his  denominational  mission 
magatlne,  leaflets  and  tracts  telling  of  special 
phases  of  the  work  he  and  his  church  are  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  supporting.  He  must  read  th*  min¬ 
utes  of  his  denominational  meetings  alsp.  It  ls 
impossible  to  { have  and  maintain  that  {  love 
and  loyalty  which  will  make  one  a  good  Church 
member.  He  should  occasionally  at  least  attend 
the  representative  sessions  of  the  conventions  and 
associations  of  ’  his  denomination. 

No  Baptist  rain  possibly  catch  the  high  degree  of 
vision  and  enthusiasm  which  all  Baptlata  ought  to 
have  without  attending  one  at  least  of  sessions 
of  the  Southerp  Baptist  Convention.

ORGANIZING  FOR  A  PROTRACTED  MEETING 
(Theo.  Whitfield,  pastor.  McComb  i 

One  of  the  State  Workers  aaksd  me  to  writs 
for  the  Record  an  account  of  our  organisation  (or 
our  meeting  last  year.  We  called  the  men  to¬ 
gether  and  appointed  two  of  them  to  look  after 
the  chairs  In  the  alalea,  (we  already  had  ushers), 
two  to  tend  the  gallery,  seating  the  people  there 
and  taking  the  collection:  one  to  seat  and  man 
age  the  children  In  the  little  red  chairs  about 
the  pulpit;  one  to  be  responsible  for  the  heating 
and  ventilating  of  the  building;  two  for  the  proper 
distribution  of  the  song  books,  and  two  to  nee 
after  the  order  outside  of  the  building,  among 
the  cars,  etc.;  one  to  see  that  the  baptistery  each 
night  was  In  proper  condition  and  to  Instruct  the 
candidates  In  their  preparation  for  the  ordinance, 
and  then  one  man  to  stay  right  by  the  pastor  for 
miscellaneous  needs. 

Just  p recced tng  the  meeting  the  pastor  lad  a 
class  In  the  study  of  Worry’s  book.  “How  to  Bring 
Men  to  Christ”  Also  hs  banded  to  each  Sunday 
School  teacher  a  list  of  the  unsaved  In  bis  or  her 
class  telling  them  to  talk  salvation  to  them  all. 
and  also  went  the  two  Sunday*  preceding  the 
meeting  to  the  Intermediate  and  Junior  depart 
menu  himself,  and.  with  chalk  and  blackboard 
and  the  open  Bibles  of  the  pupils,  tanght  and 
explained  the  plan  of  salvation  gnd  the  meaning 
or  church  membership.  Also  ItsU  of  the  BaptlsU 
in  the  territory  of  our  church  but  not  belonging 
to  u*  we  gave  to  some  e^ven  different  men  and 
women  to  see  and  make  written  reports  from 
each  of  the  same. 

On  the  whole  will  say  that  every  thing  worked 
One.  and  although  the  evangelist  was  sick  in 
bed  more  than  half  of  his  eleven  day*  with  os. 
yet  we  received  7*  Into  the  church. 


now  many  are  expected  to  be  present,  and  how 
much  shall  be  given.  Plan  to  make  the  occa¬ 
sion  a  great  rally-day.  One  dollar  for  each  per¬ 
son  in  average  attendance  Is  suggested  as  a  min¬ 
imum  offering  aim.  If  the  school  has  one  hun¬ 
dred  In  average  attendance,  set  the  aim  at  1100 
and  go  over  as  much  as' possible. 

Display  the  "Loyalty"  Potter 
In  the  small  envelope  enclosed.  Announce  to 
tfje  school  the  alms  set,  and  suggest  how  they 
are  to  be  met.  Apportion  to  each  class  or  de¬ 
partment  the  amount  ita  members  are  expected 
to  raise. 

Give  Out  the  Clots  Pledge  Cards 
to  teachers,  requesting  that  classes  fill  out 
blank  spares  and  return  cards  at  once.  When 
every  class  shall  have  pledged  something  your 
school  will  be  on  the  HONOR  ROLL  and  the 
”100  per  cent  Loyal”  side  of  the  poster  may  be 
displayed. 

Work  Out  Your  Schedule  Carefully 
Many  schools  find  it  best  to  assemble  as  usual, 
give  twenty  minutes  or  more  for  class  work 
(the  missionary  lesson  is  very  important),  and 
have  the  collection  taken  or  completed  by 
classes.  The  program  then  follows,  taking  the 
place  of  the  preaching  service,  the  pastor  speak¬ 
ing  briefly  at  the  close.
